Care of Stallions. 

A correspondent writing to the 
National Stockman on the subject 
of caring for stallions after the 
breeding season, says: 

Nearly every stallion owner will 
say the best treatment for the stall- 
ion when he comes off the stand is 
to put him to work on the farm or 
on the road, yet not one well-bred 
horse in ten is so used. In this 
matter, as in many others, we fail 
to practice what we believe, or, 


1.00 | rather, we soon find that while the 


theory is right, it is impracticable. 
The man who invests from two to 
five thousand dollars in a good 
stallion very soon realizes that he 
cannot afford to risk so much 
money in the hands of the average 
farm hand. Indeed he does not 
feel altogether at ease when work- 


knows there are risks to which the 
horse is exposed when at work on 
the road or farm, even inthe hands 
of the most careful driver. After 
all, perhaps, there are men who 
can work their stallions without 
incurring too much expense and 


risk, and where that can be done 
there is no doubt but that the horse 
will be better developed and 
healthier, and in all probability a 
better breeder, because of being 
worked moderately at whatever 
work he is suited for. 

But, as has been said, if few good 
stallions can be worked profitably 
it becomes us to consider the next 
best course to pursue As the sea- 
son work begins to fall off the feed 
should be gradually diminished, 
and the horse should have a little 
more exercise, and the best kind 
that he can have aside from regu- 
lar light work is ina paddock. In- 
deed, Ido not think any kind of 
exercise isso good for any horse 
as that which he takes himself 
when he has his freedom in a roomy 
paddock. It is to me one of the 
most —— sights on the farm 
when I let one of our stallions out 
to exercise. I think a horse looks 
his best and feels his best, at that 
time. And why should he not? He 
is just obeying the prompting of 
nature. Again, he will eall into 
use every muscle and joint in his 
body in a short time. I think if 
ever a horse is perfectly happy it is 
when he has his liberty in a roomy 
lot, to roll, to run, and romp. Ido 
not think I ever heard of a stallion 
becoming cross and unmanageable 
that had the use ofa paddock. As 
to the time he should have for ex- 
ercise, I will only say the more the 
better, providing everything is 
safe, unless he mes lazy, in 
which case he had best be kept in 
for two or three days, or allow 
some colts or horses to run in the 
adjoining .field, which will gener- 
ally induce him to take exercise 
cnough. In the meantime, through- 
out the P past he should have 
enough o od sound grain, and 
hay or fodder, to keep him in 
healthy condition, and carrying a 
fair amount of flesh, but not fat. 

The old practice ot allowing a 
stallion te become poor in the 
Winter, that he may look plump 
when he fattens up in Spring, is 
not based upon any principle ef 
nature. The healthy animal, un- 
less worked very hard, will, if fed 
a sufficient amount, carry about the 
same quantity of flesh at all times. 
This flesh is not excess of what na- 
ture needs, but part of the animal 
Then to reduce the flesh we must 
deprive him ofa sufficient amount 
of nutriment, and cause the system 
to feed upon itself. In other words 
he is not consuming so much food 
but he is consuming himself. and 
everyone knows that is not natural 
economy. In short, every stallion 
owner, as well as everyone who 
handles stock of any kind, needs te 
study nature, and adapt his cause 
to her requirements, for in the 
long run she will have her way at 
least. Above all things the stall- 
ion’s digestive organs should be 
kept in good condition at all times. 
To do this his food should be

It is a notorious fact that many 
valuable horses in this country are 
yearly sacrificed at the shrine of 
ignorance, having been pronounced 
by their owners as glandered, sim- 
ply because they have a discharge 
from the nostrils, accompanied by 
enlarged massillary glands, And 
we do not hesitate to say that many 
such horses might, by proper med- 
ical treatment, be restored to 
health. All symptoms of disease 
which constitute glanders and 
farcy invariably depend on the un- 
healthy state of the system into 
which it is reduced or brought, 
and not as is supposed from a spec- 
ific poison contained in the blood, 
and these symptoms of disease are 
found to depend on and arise from 
a variety of causes. The state of 
the body or constitution will al- 
ways have considerable influence 
on the character and tendency of 
the disease in horses whose bodies 


are and have long been in an un- 
thriving and unhealthy condition, 
A common swollen leg will occa- 
sionally run into farcy, and a com- 
mon cold or strangles be followed 
by glanders. In such unfortunate 
cases sequels supervene without 
any ostensible or discoverable 
cause. Improper stable manage- 
ment is a more frequent cause of 
catarrh glanders and farcy than 
any other. The air which is neces- 
sary for the purpose of respiration 
must be pure or it will irritate the 
lining membrance of the bronchia 
and their ramifications. In a close 
stable the air is not only vitiated 
by successive respirations, but 
there are otherand more powerful 
sources of mischief. We allude to 
tLe injurious gases emenating from 
the dung and urine, 

Should a glandered horse be 
placed ina stable where the prin- 
ciples of ventilation are. entirely 
disregarded, the other inmates of 
the den, by continual breathing 
over and over again the contami- 
nated atmosphere which must nec- 
essarily occupy the same, will take 
the disease by infection; that is to 
the miasmatic virus finds an 
introduction into the blood 
through the lungs and pulmouary 
circulation. On the other hand 
glanders under almost every cir- 
cumstance can be communicated 
by contagion or touch,that is,bring- 
ing the glandered usual discharge 
in contact with an abraded surface 
including cuts aud scratches. The 
hot moist atmosphere which is to 
be found in the majority of un- 
ventilated stables, prevents the in- 
sensible perspiration from being 
evaporated with that rapidity so

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Valuable Orosses. 

An authority on stock affairs 
says: The man that will cross 
Galloways on Jerseys, and keep 
the cross pure, and start a new 
breed of cattle in place of the Jer- 
seys, will doa smart thing. I can 
not see how the cross will destroy 
any of the Jersey’s milk and but- 
ter records, for Galloways give 
very rich milk and stand highest of 
all beef breeds for butter and 
cheese combined. And certainly 
the Galloways would add te the 
Jersey that beef quality and size 
so necessary to the smaller breed, 
to again bring them in favor; for 
it seems to me that the Jerseys in 
their present pure state have the 
hardest row to hoe of any breed of 


cattle I know of. In their present 
form they have but one principal 
mission—tha+ is butter, and this 
will not do. They must add beef 
and beef size, or forever remain in 
the comparatively dead state they 
are in now. But with the Gallo- 
way cross we will give them new 
life. Their uniform color would 
become black. They would have a 
good beef size and afine quality 

milk and butter, remain intact, pad 
better than before, if possible; and 
best of all, become a horuless breed, 
which is so highly essential for a 
milk breed of cattle. Of all cattle
